Sierra Madre is scheduled to 
go to court tomorrow to clinch 
its right to additional water in 
the East Raymond Basin. 

A hearing will be held be¬ 
fore Superior Judge Daniel N.

It is there that the city will 
seek adjudication of a water 
right w'hich will allow addition- - 
al pumping each year under an 
allocation of 1500 acre feet of 
Big Santa Anita water.

How the freedoms cherished 
in America are faring today in 
Communist China was describ¬ 
ed Tuesday at the Kiwanis 
Club. 

Edwin Payne, who returned 
to the United States this month 
after instructing for four years 
In a Christian university in 
Peiking, traced the changes 
found in Peiking today after 
several months under a Com¬ 
munist government. 

Mr. Payne said freedom of 
the press is non-existent in 
China, and that freedom of 
thought and expression are 
greatly curbed. Chinese are in¬ 
structed that they must devel¬ 
op a "world attitude”—that is, 
accept the Communist Party 
way of thinking. 

The speaker described Com¬ 
munist in China as “a living 
religion” and deplored the fact 
that our way of life is not con¬ 
sidered more seriously in this 
country. 

He blamed the corruptness 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Chek’s government as the rea¬ 
son Communism w'as accepted 
by the people. 

“Virtually no one would .sup¬ 
port Chiang’s regime now—it 
was a thoroughly corrupt gov¬ 
ernment,” Mr. Payne said. 

He said, however, that the 
Chinese won’t stand for Com¬ 
munist regimentation indefi¬ 
nitely. Many students and citi¬ 
zens resent the Reds, but must 
“play ball” at this time, he 
said.

Atom Bomb Preparedness: 
Fire Hazards From Bomb 


(Editor's note: This is the second in a series of four articles 
concerning “Atomic Bomb Preparedness’’ written by Mr. 
Conzelman. The articles are being presented through the co¬ 
operation of the City Disaster Council, the Public Affairs 
Committee of the Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club, and the NEWS. 
Much of the material is condensed from “To Be or Not to Be,” 
published by Tau Beta Pi Association, New York Alumnus 
Chapter )

The fire damage caused by the atomic bomb explosions at 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki have been carefully studied. Compre¬ 
hensive information is available to enable us to evaluate the part 
fire would play should an atom bomb be detonated over this 


This information is given 
here in the form of a general¬ 
ization concerning fire dam¬ 
age and casualties, together 
with those factors which de¬ 
termine the extent of destruc¬ 
tion and loss of life from 
above-ground A-bomb detona¬ 
tions. Suggestions for reducing 
destruction and loss of life to 
a minimum will be incorporat¬ 
ed whenever possible. 

When an A-bomb explodes, 
these is a big fire ball which 
emits radiant heat. This radi¬ 
ant heat is like light. It travels 
in a straight line and a speed 
of 186,CHX) miles a second This 
flash wave of energy is esti¬ 
mated to have temperature of 
about 3,300 degrees F. one mile 
from the source of the explos¬ 
ion. 

Although the flash wave is 
of short duration, it causes 
burns to people and ignites in¬ 
flammable material over a 
wide area. 

Ground zero, which is the 
point directly beneath the cen¬ 
ter of an aerial explosion, is 
used as a reference point for 
determining all damages. It 
can be predicted with reason¬ 
able accuracy that all save 
modern rein forced concrete 
buildings would be destroyed 
within a radius of 3/4 of a mile 
of ground zero. 

Destruction is reduced as dis¬ 
tance from ground zero increas¬ 
es. Probably 4/5 of the people 
in sight of the explosion and 
up to 3/4 of a mile from ground 
zero, who were not shielded by 
intervening material, would be 
killed or fatally Injured from 
various sources. Fatalities 
would be reduced as distance 
from the ground zero increased, 
and the number of casualties 
caused by fire burns would be 
negligible at a distance of more 


than 214 miles. 

The total percent of fatalities 
involved would depend on a 
large degree upon the success 
of fire fighters and rescue work¬ 
ers in cont rolling fires and 
evacuating population. 

There are many factors influ¬ 
encing destruction and loss of 
life caused by atom bomb ex¬ 
plosions Some of these factors 
are controllable, others are not. 
It seems logical to list them 
and provide a brief comment 
concerning our control over 
them. 

1. Hills: Almost all atom 
bomb destruction travels in a 
straight line. Hills provide im¬ 
portant shielding from blast, 
flash heat and radiation. 

2. Weather: Because weather 
and, more specifically, the de¬ 
gree of humidity, determines 
inflamability of buildings, etc., 
the weather will have great 
effect upon the fire damage 
caused by atom bomb explos¬ 
ions 

3. Wind: Wind direction and 
velocity have an important 
bearing on fire control. For this 
reason they are important fac¬ 
tors in an atom bomb explos¬ 
ion. 

4. Fire Storm: A fire storm is 
simply the simultaneous out¬ 
breaking of a tremendous num¬ 
ber of fires caused by atom 
bomb explosions. It is of course 
the result of many other fac¬ 
tors. 

It is important to notice that 
all of the above items could 
be controlled if we were plan¬ 
ning cities from scratch. How¬ 
ever, there is very little we can 
do to change things in existing 
areas. 

5 Congestion of Buildings: 
We are indeed fortunate that 
this area is built up horizontal-

6. Construction and Contents 
of Buildings: Very few build- 
t ings are really fireproof. So, 
there is very little we can do to 
t control the fire situation, 
s , 7. Fire Breaks: We are famil¬ 

iar with fire breaks in South¬ 
ern California because of our 
forest fire condition. Natural 
fire barriers such as parks, golf 
® courses, etc., will largely deter- 
^ mine our ability to stop the 

® spread of fire. 

8 Traffic Arteries: Rescue 
1 work, fire fighting and other 
important factors depend upon 
the ability of such units to 
f move around. 

9. Emergency Water Supply: 

* We can provide ourselves with 

an emergency water supply for 
' fire fighting purposes, because 
t it is quite probable that under 
f ground water mains would not 
suffer much damage. Our 
> Water Department here is 
t aware of this problem and have 
several alternate plans to 
t choose from in case of an emer¬ 
gency. 

10. Fire Apparatus: No city 
will ever have enough fire 

'> fighting equipment should an 
. atom bomb explosion occur. Our 
citizens are fire conscious. Our 
: Fire Department is excellent, 
and they can give us excellent 
recommendations regarding the 
! protection of our individual 
homes and other buildings. 

! 11. Demolition and Clearance 

Equipment: Bulldozers, wreck¬ 
ing equipment and trucks are 
needed to clear roads and high¬ 
ways for rescue work and for 
fire apparatus 

12. Emergency Communica¬ 
tions: Emergency Communica¬ 
tions are being arranged for In 
this area. Amateur radio sta¬ 
tions, emergency telephone cir¬ 
cuits and runners will be 
available in case of trouble. 

13. Outside Assistance: Equip¬ 
ment and trained personnel 
will be available from other 
cities to help us should we find 
ourselves near the center of a 
true disaster. 

14. Household Training: We 
can do much to train our citi¬ 
zens to extinguish fires, to stay 
at home or at their assigned 
work stations and avoid panic, 
which is one of the things we 
should do willingly. It is one of 
the things that give us hope. 

15. Advance Planning This 
is as important as any other 
factor. Such planning is now 
being done on national, state, 
and local levels. Here again, 
everyone can help.

this week by Mayor William 
A. Kinney to all patriotic citi¬ 
zens of Sierra Madre. 

“The opportunity of the hour 
to do this is by making our 
contribution—even though it be 
small—to the ‘Crusade for Free¬ 
dom’ and by signing the Free¬ 
dom Scrolls which soon will be 
in general circulation here,” 
Mayor Kinney stated. 

He announced that the scrolls 
will be placed in the windows 
of the Bank of Sierra Madre 
for a short time before they 
are sent by air-express to Ber¬ 
lin to be placed in the base 
of the giant 20-ton Freedom 
Bell. The bell will peal out its 
message for the first time on 
United Nations Day, Oct 24. 

The message of hope to all 
oppressed peoples of the world 
is expressed on the base of the 
bell: “That This World, Under 
God, Shall Have a New Birth 
of Freedom.” 

“Those who saw the replica 
of this historic bell at the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Park last Thursday 
afternoon will long remember 
this inspiring inscription,” the 
mayor declared. 

When the bell is first rung 
on Oct. 24, he said, other bells 
will ring out all over America 
and the free nations of the 
world as a dramatic illustra¬ 
tion of the unity for freedom. 

“Every man, woman, and 
child in Sierra Madre should 
sign these .scrolls,” Mr. Kinney 
urged. “It is an opportunity 
for us to do our bit for the op¬ 
eration of a group of radio 
stations in Europe which will 
broadca.st the truth about Amer¬ 
ica and be beamed to all coun¬ 
tries behind the ‘Iron Curtain’.”
